The Kentucky Child Labor Law 
(section .Tll-a Kentucky Statutes 
fi rbids the employing, at any time 
of Ihe year, of children under M 
year, of age in any factory, mill, 
workshop, mercantile establish- 
ment, store, oflico, printing estab- 
lishment, bakery, laundry, restau- 
rant, hotel, apartment house, thea- 
tre, motion picture establishment, 
ot in the distribution or transmis- 
sion of merchandise or messages. 

II forbids it niploying. at any 

time of Ihe year, of any child be- 
tween It and If! year, of age in any 
factory, mill, workshop, mercan- 
tile establishment, store, ofllce. 
printing establishment. bakery, 
laundry, restaurant, hotel, apart- 
ment house, theatre, motion picture 
e.iablishment. or in the distribu- 
tion or transmission of merchan- 
dise or messages, unless said child 
secures a working permit. 

It forbids the employing, at anv 
time of the year, in any of the 
alM\e occupations of any child for 
more than 8 hours in any one day. 
before 7:00 a. m. or after (5:00 p. m. 
ir. any one day; more than 18 hours 
in any one week or more than six 
days in any one week. 

Unguwrddd machinery of any 
dangerous description is a violation 
of the Law and voids insurance on 
iin\ MnplojTM who i. uinler twenty- 
one \eafs of age 'See sub- -.ection 
10. Kentucky Child Labor Law. 

The penally for violating anv 
section af the Kentucky Child Labor 
Law entails a fine of from $15 to 
*50 for the first offense. 

A violation of either Federal or 
Slate Child Labor AcU not only 
renders employers liable to fines 
under both Fiileral and S'tnle Laws 
but voids the employers protective 
insurance or Workman's Compen- 
sation Act in the event of injury 
to any one thus illegally employed.

The county agent, is receiving Id- 
lers from headquarters which ask 
him to be on Hip lookout for takp-all 
and flag smut in vMpt Thpse are 
new diseases which have lately 
been discovered in the United 
States, although they have been 
damaging whet abroad for several 
yen-. The agent has never seen 
eithep of these diseases; but he i 
aiixmu- to protect the farniprs in 
Ins district from both of them 

Hp wishes to ^ugtfe^t I hat every 
fanner in Hip county keep his eye* 
wide oppn when he is inspecting 
wheal fields >r when he is have-hug 
the crop, so he may report any- 
thing which may arouse Ins sus- 
picions. ArrangPiiiPiits have been 
made by the KxtPllMon Division of 
the College of Agriculture cooperat- 
ing w ith Washington for an expert 
to visit the county on short notice.

Metz is a fine city,

are really worth considering. All the 
houses of the Place St. Croix, for In- 
stance, moat of which dute from the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, are 
built on the remains of Itoman aque- 
ducts and vaults. The liuce St. Louis 
still boasts of many houses which are 
classed ns historical monuments, with 
crcneluted r.s.fs, and which, In the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries were 
the residences of money-changers. The 
Place de la Comedle, which Is encir- 
cled bj the Moselle. Is decorated at 
one of Its extremities by u fine quin- 
cunx, while the Pluce Koyale |r the 
largest of which Metz ran boast. 

The cathedral, originally known an 
the Church of St. KHenne. is a Gothic 
building which was begun in the first 
years of the third century by Thierry 
III. bishop of Metz, and finished In 
lo46.
